WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—By the
jolnt resolution late today congress
so far as possible made provision for
observance of February 12, centen-
nlal anniversary of the birth of
Abmaham Lincoln as a special holiday
and  suthorized the president to iv
sue proclamation making it effective
in the District of Columbis and the
Tertitories of Alaska, Arizona, New
Mexico and Hawail. In anticipation
of the passage of such resolution af
ter he departed for Kentucky, the
president had prepared and signed
the proclamation which was ifssued s
soon as the joint resolution had been
slgned by the president of the senate
and speaker of the house. While this
proclamation applies only to the Dis-
trict of Columbia and territories, the
states of Colorado, Connectiteat,
Delaware, Ilinois, Kansas, Minneso:
ta, Nevada, New Jersey, New York,
North Dakots, Pennsylvanis, Wash:
ington and Wyoming have by legisla-
tion made Lincoln's birthday 8 legal
holiday
